Causes Death of Two Girls 


‘Terrible Tragedy Puts Three Others in Hospita 
of Victims Held Tuesday—Friends and Neigh- 
bors Rally to Assist Unfortunate Family ~

Ella Stella Brown was ‘born in N. 
Dakota twenty nine. years ago, and 
came with her parents to this district 
at the age of three years. She was 
a cheerful, pleasant girl and helpful 
at home and to neighbors. alike. Annie 
Mildred Brown was seventeen years 
of age and born in this district. She 
also was a bright, cheerful girl, and 
showed remarkable fortitude and 
courage during and after the tragedy 
that claimed her young life. 

They are survived by their parents, 
four brothers, Albert, John, James 
and Charles; and: five sisters, Mrs. 
Harry Wilson, North Edmonton; Mrs. 
J. H. Airth, Edmonton; Mrs. Joe 
Johnson, Mrs. Jas. Currie; Mrs. Ola 
Dorad, and Ethel, all residing in the 
district. :

Two. dead, three. severely injur- 
ed by burns, the home a tetal loss 
by ‘fire is the sequence of a lamp 
explosion last Friday jnight at the 
F. A. Brown farm, northeast of 
Viking, which caused one of 
the most terrible tragedies in the 
annals of Viking and district's his- 
tory. 

Annie succumbed from her terrible 
burns in the local hospital em Satur- 
day.

Ella Brown, eldest danghter of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. A. Brown, was barned to 
death, and her father, her brother 
Albert, and two ‘sisters, Annie and 
Mabel were severely injured in ond 
of the worst tragedies of tts kind 
that has ever visited this district. 

From information at Jhand the fire 
was caused by the explosion of -a 
‘lamp on Friday evening, January 19, 
at. about 7.30. o’clock. The farm 
home, twelve miles northeast of town, 
was completely destroyed ‘py fire. 

It appears that Ella and Annie 
were fillmg a lamp, and it is pre-. 
‘sumed they attempted this household 
task while the lamp was burning and 
thus ignited the contents of the kero- 
sene can, causing an explosion that 
enveloped the girls in flames and 

spread ‘the flaming oil all over the 
kitchen in an instant, the fire spread- 
ing rapidly. 

Mr. Brown, Mabel and Albert, who 

" were in an adjoming room, immedi- 
ately rushed to the rescue and at- 
tempted to beat out the fire which 
was destroymg Ella’s clothing. Ella, 
it. is said, ran from room to room 
when her clothing was in flames and 
enhanced the spreading of the fire, 
finally falling m exhaustion. on the 
floot. The father and daughter and 
son ‘were overcome by the smoke-and 
fire fiend and had to sniash their 
way through windows to escape. They 
were practically exhausted | when

Neighbors in the vicinity at first 
thought that the fire was a straw 
stack burning, but when they learned 
’ that it was the F. A. Brown home 
they quickly gathered and gave all the 
assistance possible. 

The tragedy has cast a gloom over 
the entire district. Steps were at 
once taken by neighbors and friends 
in assisting the stricken family who 
lost everything in the fire. A relief 
committee has been formed to super- 
vise the work. The people of the 
district showed a fine spirit in the 
way they rallied with donations of 
clothing, provisions and money.

Reviewing Canadian business 
conditions of the past year and at 
the same time looking forward +o 
the prospects for 1934, BE. W. 
Beatty, Chairman and President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
thinks the country is on the way 
back to prosperity, although the 
way may be long, and at times 
difficult. In a statement published 
in the “Montreal Star” he says:—

In effect, I 
proposed that the people of Can- 
ada as owners of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway should enter into 
a partnership arrangement with 
the shareholders of the Canadian 
Pacific, and that the resulting or- 
ganization should be operated by 
the privately owned concern, thus 
relieving railroad management in 
this country from the too-well 
proven evils of political influences 
and at the same time removing 
from the path of our greatly har-. 
rassed political leaders the em- 
barrassments that must ever ac- 
company responsibility for rail- 
way operation. My'proposals at 
that time met with a volume of 
approval and support such as, 
‘frankly, I had -not anticipated, and

It is possible to cite instances innumer- | 
able of men beyond forty who. have proved great teachers of the young, and 
men who have made their finest contributions to civilization after passing | 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education , 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties | 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for the advancement of science and 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the | 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have} 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- | 
ices which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he had pas3-. 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the | 
enterprises coupled with his name. The ally of similar examplcs can be | 
carried ad infinitum. 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the ass gned 
“deadline”? of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 


characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, wita equal energy and resource, did not | 


hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap th? 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Ttaly accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas | 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which misao the well-known 
saying, “A man is as old as he feels.” 

There must be some reason for a prominent educationist to make so| 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however.
